Native Canadian 
Tobacco 
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About 30 days after the tops have been removed 

the tobacco plants show yellow spots on the leaves and the veins 
become brittle. The crop is then ready to be harvested and the 
planter is careful to secure it before any autumnal frost occur, for the plant 
is among the first to feci its injurious influence. Judgment is also required 
in cutting the plants, and this operation is consigned to the best and most 
judicious hands employed in the culture. Each person so employed being 
provided with a strong sharp knife, proceeds along the respective rows of 
plants, and selects only such plants as appear fully ripe, leaving the rest 
a short time longer.

Canada's dental corps, which rosi- 
from a modest foundation with the 
beginning of the wur\ has «enlarged 
rapidly until now the original COrp* 
of thirty-five men housta about 300 
nun on overseas service, exclusive of 
the large amount of work which is 
being carried on continually In Can- 
ada by the men In the home service 
branch. 

The urmy dental service Is the lat- 
est addition to the mtlitury organisa* 
tion for the cure and prevention of 
disease and disability amongst sol- 
diers. ' 

The recognition of medical, ^urgt- 
cal and sanitary organization has unl> 
occurred in very modern times. Napo- 
leon was the first great military lead- 
er to recognize surgical aid In the 
field of battle. In early times the 
wounded soldier was looked upon ns n 
nuisance and was often slyly put out 
o'.' the way. 

The importance of the organization 
ol a dental service has ulso been long 
in getting recognition. In fuel It Is 
finit.» a modern Institution, and was 
ling considered a mere part of medi- 
cine nnd surgery, nnd the habit pre- 
vailed of simply extracting teeth. 

The Organization. 

I The organization of a dental corp.- 
dittes from 1902, when at a meeting 
of the Canadian Dental Association in 
Montreal In that year a special com- 
mittee was appointed for the purpose 
of conferring with the military au- 
thorities with a view to organizing a 
Canadian Army Dental Association. In 
this move Canada was ahead of the 
United States, for it was not until 
1!'04 that at a mee\lng of the world'.-, 
dental congress held at St. Louis n 
resolution was passed memoraliziim 
the American congress to establish a 
dental corps in the urmy nnd navy, 
[following this, dental surgeons wen: 
appointed In the American army and 
navy and about the same tlmo the 
movement assumed tangible form It! 
Canada, although urged two years 
previous. The first establishment 111 
Canada provided for eighteen dentu I 
tuiireouSi two for each military dis- 
trict. This was later Increased to 
twenty-five. Each dental surgeon 
was given the honorary rank of lieu- 
tenant, nnd they were all attached to 
Hie field ambulance. 

About 1910 Dr. C. K. Thomson, of 
Halifax, presented a scheme of or- 
ganization to General Drury, who was 
always ready to strike for any cause 
which promised development along 
modern lines. This general Bv'lema 
.•f organisation was mapped out, simi- 
lar to that of the Army Medical Corps. 
The scheme, however, was not put In- 
to uaactlc.nl operation until the out- 
break of hostilities In 1914. so It took 
n great crisis in the country to de- 
monstrate to the military authorities 
Just how efficient the new plan of 
i i onization was. 

Tho organisation being effected, Dr. 
J, A. Armstrong, n leading dentist of 
Ottawa, was appointed director-gen- 
eral of dental service with the rank of 
lieutenant -colonel, and Colonel Arm- 
strong was sent overseas In command 
ol the Canadian Army Dental Corps; 
Major Oi K. Gllmour was sent over 
as second In command. Major A. A. 
Smith remained on this side as the 
chief executive officer. 

Previous to the advent of nn ade- 
quate system of properly caring for 
the mouth nnd teeth, a large number 
of casualties were constantly occur- 
ring from dlsense of the mouth and 
teeth. A man might be H n C.ollath 
and as strong as a Samson, hut a pin 
hr-ln in one of his teeth, sufficient to 
give a violent tooth ache, would place 
him upon the casualty list and he 
would feel like Hi. hi, y (turns that he 
was afflicted with "the hell of a' dis- 
eases." This, however, has been for 
the most pnrt prevented in the pres- 
ent war owing to thé splendid dental 
corps which Canada has provided for 
her soldiers. 

The Ameunt of Work. 

Few civilians realize the immense 
amount of work involved In tho pro- 
per enre of the soldiers' teeth. If n 
mnn has n bad tooth, yet worth snv- 
Irg, It is filled. If not, It is extracted, 
If he has no teeth, he Is given nn ar- 
tificial set. and Hie work done upon 
tlie mouths of soldiers Is not the hap- 
hazard kind, but executed by thoBMsl 
skilled dental surgeons the country can 
produce. 

When a man. soldier, or civilian, is 
afflicted with toothache, that ache is 
during its period of activities, the 
moot important thing in life to him. 
and irrespective of his calling It la

The first of a series of Moot Courts

Official notification of the death in 
action of Lieut. Walter Ifttherlngton 
Cordon, a graduate of the Faculty of 
Arts of the class of 1909, who origin- 
ally enlisted as a gunner In the Hist 
Overseas Battery, and won his com- 
mission In the field, was received yes- 
terday by his brother, Dr. A. H. 
Oordon, 1U St. Famille street. The 
message from the Records' Office sim- 
ply stated that Lieut. Cordon had been 
killed In action on October 30, and 
that further particular* would be for- 
warded when received. 

The death of Lieut. Oordon murks 
the passing of one of the most bril- 
liant graduates of the Faculty of Arts 
or recent years. Wulter Gordon, as 
he was known about the University, 
was born in the fall of 1887 nt St. 
John, N.B., the son of Rev. A. J. Gor- 
lon, D.D., who was then stutloned In 
that city. As a boy he attended the 
High School In his native city, and 
.titer followed a course at the Feller 
Institute at Grande Ligne, Que. After 
graduating from this institution, Lieut. 
Gordon matriculated into McOill Uni- 
versity and decided to enter upon i 
course of study In the Faculty of Arts, 
n his University llfn. Lieut. Gordon 
was prominent in both social and ath 
.i-tlc circles. He was president of hid 
.•luss for one year, and took a prom 
Inept part In various other under- 
graduate activities, being In partlcu 
lur associated with different Journal 
ihtic enterprises which preceded Mc 
Gill Dally. Besides this, Lieut. Cor 
don showed ability In athletics, and 
war. half-back on the McGlll team en 
tered In the Intermediate Intercol- 
iglute League. In hockey, too, ho was 
proficient, playing on different teams 
which represented his class In the 
interclass series. 
After graduation with the class of 
09, Lieut. Cordon entered newspn- 
pei work us a member of the edllor- 
i i staff of the Montreal Gazette, and 
rose rapidly to sporting editor of the 
•i-wspuper. After some time in occu- 
pation of this position, he became city 
editor Of the Gazette, where he show- 
ed exceptional qualifications ns a 
newspaper man and In which he came 
lito constant contact with students 
ind officials of the University. After 
'everal months' service with tho 
Gazette as city editor, Lieut. Gordon 
was appointed to a position on the 
ef.itorlnl staff of the Journal of 
Commerce, when that newspaper 
was organized with the Hon. W. 
H. Fielding aa president. He was 
news editor within a short time. 
Soon after the outbreak of war, an 1 
when tho McGlll Contingent of the 
Canadian Officers' Training Corps was 
organized as a battalion under Major 
A. C. Geddes, now Brigadier-General 
attached to the staff of the British 
army, Lieut. Gordon, with a number 
of intimates. Joined the battalion and 
proceeded to take the officers' course. 
Others who enlisted at the same time 
were Capt Dan Glllmor, now of the 
148th Battalion" In Knglnnd; Lieut. 
Bert Sargent, of the Canadian Artll- 
l<ry, and Lieut. O. S. Tyndale, of 
the Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry. Despairing of receiving a 
commission at an early date, Lieut. 
Gordon, In the late winter of 1914-15, 
enlisted with his friend; Bert Sargent, 
and several others, In the 21st Over- 
seas Battery of Artillery, then being 
formed In Montreal. He enlisted ns s 
gunner, but It was not long before he 
was promoted to the non -commission- 
ed ranks of the battery, where he gave 
ample proof of his qualifications as a 
capable military mnn. When the 21st 
Battery went overseas In the course 
of a few months, Lieut. Gordon still 
held a place In the non-commissioned 
ranks of the unit, nnd when the 
battery was split up In England 
to go to France, held the rnnk of 
sergeant. After several months' se.r-

bound to lessen his efficiency. 

Napoleon once said that every army 
marched on Its stomach, and as the 
teeth of man Is such an important ad- 
junct to his stomach, there Is very 
good reason why milltnry authorities 
look upon the dental work aa one of 
the most important branches of the 
strvlce. 

Will Save Country Thousands. 

Again it Is pointed out that the new 
dental service organization is bound to 

si*'« thousand* of dollars for this 
country after the war is over. When 
a mnn receives dental attention n 
(hart la made of MS mouth upon which 
the defect of every tooth in bis mouth 
is made, nnd the work which Is done 
upon them noted. As has been the 
cuse In other wars, and history has a 
habit of repeating Itself, many sol- 
dllrs who returned secured pensions 
which rightfully belonged to nnotber 
who bad gone out with the fighting 
mass to be lost and never returned A 
soldier who wished that pension und 
was a good nctor often posed as the 
mifsing man and received the full gov- 
ernment benefits which were Intended 
for another, If in stature and general 
Hpjiearance he measured up to the 
man ho was Impersonating. This wlU. 



however, be prevented for the very 
reason that the chart of the missing 
man's mouth will be produced, and It 
will be a very Isolated case Indeed 
where the Impersonator will be able 
to shew n mouthful! of teeth an exact 
replica of those of the missing man. 

It Educates. 

The army dental corps is as well an 
« durational institution as one of mill- 
tnry Importance, although its work of 
education comes In the form of a by-, 
product, which is common in all good 
services. The Telegraph, in conversa- 
tion with a dental surgeon connected 
with the service was told thnt It was 
:-urprlslng how mnny "virgin" mouths 
they encountered In the course of 
their work, that Is, mouths upon 
which no work had ever been done, 
and no care given by the owner. These 
eases occur more often in the infan- 
try units, nnd among men from iso- 
lated country sections. Those who hard- 
ly ever thought of consulting n dentist 
regarding the condition of their teeth 
are being tutored Into the proper care 
of the mouth. If these men return 
from the front, and many of them 
will, the education which they hnvr 
received In this line, through their 
.(continued 0n page four) ,

THE MOOT COURT. 

Tho Moot Court wljieh is to be held this evening under the direc- 
tion of the Law Undergraduate Society, is worthy of the undivided 
support of every student in that Faculty. There are a number of 
reasons for this, the most important one being the opportunity which 
is afforded the members of the Faculty of Law to acquire practice 
in speaking before a tribunal of Justice. One of the unhappy pos- 
sessions of a new member of the Bar is a feeling of nervousness 
which interferes with the proper presentation of his ease when he 
nrises to address the Court. It is to help such a person before he 
leaves college thai these Mock Trials are being held. Many mem- 
bers of the Faculty have expressed their approval of this course cl 
action, and endorse the idea as being one which should have been put 
into execution lung ago. and kept in existence every year. 

The Literary and Debating Society, which has the subject of giving 
training in public speaking to the students of. the University in gen- 
eral, will not in all probability emphasize the debating side of the 
Society's activities this year, with the result that Law students will 
probably have but this one means of acquiring facility in public 
speaking contests during the present session. 

Mr. Justice Qreensliields, one of the most popular lecturers in 
the Faculty, has very kindly consented to preside over the hearing 
of this question, an office which lie filled in as generous a man- 
ner last year. His Honour has ever evinced a deep interest in the 
doings of the students of the Faculty, and has expressed, and ex- 
pressed in the most tangible manner, his willingness to help them in 
any way within his power. When such a busy man as Mr. Justice 
Qreensliields is so willing to help along the success of tho Moot 
Court, surely the students should support it in every possible way. 

Tho Committee have gone to considerable trouble in making all 
tho preparations neeessury for the success of tho evening's pro- 
gramme, and have made tho declaration that tho future of tho Moot 
Trial at .McGill in one respect at least lies with each member of the 
Law Undergraduate Society. Let each one come and do his part. As 
one member of tho committee aptly put it, "For most of you the 
quantity and quality of your daily broad will bo in proportion to the 
quantity of law you KNOW and tho quality in which you USE it."

A gallant soldier fell when Lanco- 
Corporal William Roy Hastings, Arts 
'OS, Law '11, serving with a Western 
battalion, was killed In action on Oc- 
tober 8 last. News of the death of 
Lunce-C'orporal Hastings has been re- 
ceived In the city. The deceased, who 
wns the elder son of the lato William 
A. Hastings, general manager of the 
Luke of the Woods Milling Company 
and Mrs. Hustings, Hedpath St.. Join- 
fcd the McOlll C.O.T.C., at the out- 
break of the war, afterwards enlisting 
il u local Highlnntl regiment. In his 
rayerne.ss to get to tho front ho trans- 
ferred to a battalion which went over- 
una eighteen months ago, and attain- 
m. his captaincy while on active ser- 
vice. Unfortumitely trouble nroMj 
which resulted In his losing his com- 
mission. However, he galluntly re- 
( :il listed as ;i private in a western regi- 
ni"iit nnd w.is steadily winning pro- 
mi tion again, ami. it is understood, 
that, Just prior to his death, ho had 
lien promised the restoration of his 
cc mmlssion, 

Mr. Hastings, who was born in 1 887. 
v/na u lawyer by profession. He grad- 
uated in Arts in 1U08. and completed 
his law course in 1911, being gold hied. 
Blist. After a year of further study 
in France he accepted a Junior part- 
I i i ship in the firm of Fleet, Falconer, 
Phelnn and Bovey, uml was associat- 
ed with this firm until he began his 
military training. 

His brother, Captain J. O. Hastings, 
t,f the 13th Battallon\ was wounded 
early in June, ami is ut present at 
home on sick leave. 

2nd Lieut. A. L. Lsvick. 

A late British casualty list men- 
lions among the killed In action 2nd 
Lieut. Arthur L. Levick. Arts '17, who 
was previously reported missing, be- 
I'eved wounded. 2nd Lieut. Levick 
was killed In tho early fighting on the 
Somme front. He left the University 
s'iortly after the outbreak of war, and 
secured his commission In the York- 
shire Light Infantry, with which he 
served continuously until his death. 
I 'or a short time he was a member of 
tho McOlll Contingent, C.O.T.C., and 
also played English Rugby with the 
University team. His home was In 
Kngland, and he was born In South 
Africa,

Official notification has been re- 
ceived by Mrs. G. B. Forbes, 807 
Shuter street, of the fact that her son, 
Lieut. John Hunter Forbes, Sci. 'OH, 
serving; with the Canadian Engineers 
on the front, has been wounded. Lieu*. 
Forbes was engaged as a resident en- 
gineer with the Canadian Pacific 
Hallway when he took out a commis- 
sion In the Engineers at Ottawa, go- 
ing to France some months ago. Lat- 
terly he has been attached to the 11th 
Field Company of Canadian Engineers, 
belonging to a section, all the offi- 
cers of which are McGiil men. Throe 
cf these have now become casualties 
within the last two weeks. Lieut. 
Forbes Is suffering from a bayonet 
wound In the thigh, and Is at Duchess 
of Westminster's Hospital. He was 
born In 1887, and has a brother, Sergt. 
K. Forbes, with the «6th Battery at 
Witley Camp, England. 

Lieut. M. M. Johnston. 

A letter from Lieut Morgan M. 
Johnston, Arts 'IB, announcing his 
casualty, preceded the official an- 
nouncement issued by the Records' Of- 
fice at Ottawa. Lieut. Johnston writes 
to his father, Dr. O. F. Johnston, 
•Sylvancrest," Bellevue Avenue, as 
follows: — 

•1 am laid up In bed for a few days 
with a very sore leg. I was at our O. 
P. observing our shooting and the old 
Huns got a direct hit on our O. P. 
with a 6.9, when whix-bang. every- 
thing was blank to me. I was shot 
out of the dug-out, and blown out 
through the roof. They carried me 
down the trench, where I regained 
consciousness. Everybody thought I 
was killed, and for a while 1 thought 
so myself, but I am not much hurt ex- 
cepting my leg, on which one^ of the 
big timbers fell. Two off leers 'carried 
me back to the battery, where I re- 
ceived medical treatment. If you 
should see my name In the casualty 
list, do not worry, for I hope to be at 
II again In a few days." 

Lieut. Johnston was born In 1894, 
and took his B.Sc. degree in Arts in 
1915. He enlisted In the 34th Battery 
at Kingston, Ont., and went oversea* 
with a draft a year ago. A brother 
Is Norman D. Johnston, Arts '14, who 
was president of. the Arts Undergrad- 
uate Society In his final year. 



News received in Montreal from n 
private source In England states that 
Lieut. Corin Henry Benedict Cooper, 
*ci "12, serving with the Royal En- 
gineers In France, has been seriously 
wounded and Is now In hospital. Lieut. 
Cooper is the son of Rev. Sydney 
Cooper, rector of Heyford, Oxford- 
shire, England, and after inking his 
degree In Science in 1912, was engag- 
ed ns assistant to Dr. J. Austen Bun- 
croft-.of the Department of Mining, on 
his work on the Mount Royal Tun- 
nel. In 1913 Lieut. Cooper took his 
M.Sc. degree in Mining, and spent the 
summer of 1914 on Geological Survey 
work In the West. When war broke 
out, he Immediately volunteered his 
services to the Home Government, nnd 
received a commission in tho 15th 
Battalion of the Liverpool Regiment. 
In which Capt. Bertram St. G. French, 
Arts '12 (since killed In action), also 
held a commission. After some months 
service Lieut. Cooper was transferred 
to the 178th Company, Royal Engin- 
eers, with which he has since been 
connected. 

Lieut. A. J. R, Parkes. 

Lieut. A. J. R. Parkes. Arts 'IB, has 
been slightly wounded with the 6th 
Canadian Machine Oun Company, ac- 
cording to word which has been re- 
ceived by his father, Thomas J. 
Parkes, manager for the Sherbrooke 
district of the Sun Life Assurance Co. 
Lieut. Parkes has returned to duty- 
He enlisted with the 23rd Westmount 
Plfles when that battalion was form- 
ed In this city In the fall of 1915, and 
held the rank of corporal when the 
battalion went overseas. After some 
months' service at the front, he secur- 
ed his commission and was transfer- 
red to the Machine Guns of the Can- 
adian forces. Lieut. Parkes was gold 
medallist of his year at the Sherbrooke 
High School, and was taking a double 
course in Arts nnd Medicine when he 
enlisted, having completed the ArU 
portion of his course.

Stopford Jacks, both of whom, 
have come through the Somme fight- 
ing safely.

Capt. W. Arthur 
Orafftey, Sci. '14, of the 42nd .High- 
landers, wounded In the Somme oper- 
ations, Is returning to Canada with- 
in a week. 

Dr. L. H. Roberts. Med. '14, who 
has been practising at Frellgsburg, 
Que., since graduation, has received 
bis commission in the Canadian Army 
Medical Corps. McGIll men of recent 
years will remember Capt. Roberts as 
a member of the championship McQill 
senior hockey te,am, and also aB coach 
of the teams In later years. 

Lieut. J. C. Heaton, Arts '13, who 
was wounded early last summer, has 
now been attached to Headquarters of 
the Canadian Training Division in 
England. He went oversees and serv- 
ed In France with the 24th Battalion.

'97, as A.D.M.S., to the Cana- 
dian training division at Shorncllffe.

Lieut, Stevens 1b a West- 
ern Universities man who graduated 
In ArtB In 1915 at the University of 
Alberta. During his course he was 
very active In undergraduate athletics 
and indulged in football, basketball, 
tuseball and hOckey, doing well In 
each branch of sport. During his 
senior year he took the Officers' 
1 raining Corps Work and passed his 
examinations, qualifying as lieuten- 
ant. As soon as his last examinations 
were over he enlisted with a number 
o: his chums In the 2nd Universities 
Company, and arrived with the de- 
tachment front Alberta late one night 
at the C. O. T. Cm camp at Niagara.

Stevens, and managed to ge 
him back for the company. Ills ex- 
perience of nine months at the lln 
will be of great service in training thi 
men of the Universities Company fOi 
their work In France. 

A platoon of the company expect t< 
.eave for England In the very near fu- 
ture, and recruiting will continue fo 
the next platoon, Which will be sent 
oierseas as soon as It Is partially 
trained.

military service, is bound to be con- 
curred in by their children, whom 
they will see have proper dental at- 
tention whenever necessary. 

"Why men of this kind Just flocked 
around our surgery." said the officer. 
"One morning twenty-three from one 
battalion presented themselves for 
treatment, and another morning as 
many more were clamoring for treat- 
ment. There was not a single in- 
stance in which we had to send for a 
man who- had been ordered to have 
his teeth attended to at the camp sur- 
gery. 

Although the dental fraternity is 
doing splendid work In this war it is 
not without Us Just recompense, for 
lu this way the dental men are rapid- 
ly coming into their own. Their im- 
portance to the life of any commun- 
ity is being clearly demonstrated, and 
after the war they will find them- 
selves lifted to a higher plane In tho 
estimation of the public than ever be- 
fore. It was not a century ago when 
the medical man was made the butt 
of a great many unwarranted Jibes, hi 
was reforred to as "Saw Bones," and 
other uncomplimentary epithets wero 
turown at him, but that day has pass- 
ed and he has taken a new position In 
community life. So with the dental 
fraternity. 

TheBe dental surgeons are now cast- 
ing their bread upon the water, and It 
Is to return to them four-fold, and not 
after many days, but at the conclusion 
of the war, will the effects of their 
present good offices be seen and ap- 
preciated.
